In addition to Madame Kemp, Atlanta will have the 
peerless Galli-Curci for one performance; Bori and Ponselle twice:

‘‘We regret, of course, that Madame Jeritza will be unable to sing 
in Atlanta, but we feel that the Metropolitan roster is of such uniform 
excellence that the artistic success of any season is not dependent upon 
the presence of any particular star.

Work in Atlanta, which 
started Monday, will bring about 
modernization of the “overhead” 
electrical. system and will eliminate 
low voltage in al) residence lighting. 
It will take several months to finis 
the work.-— 

Work on the new high tension line, 
which will give Atlanta three main 
transmission lines from Tallulah and 
which will cost about $1,000,000, is 
to be completed by January 1, 1924. 
The new lines will run from Tallu- 
lah Falls to Toccoa, to Commerce, to 
Winder, to Norcross, to Atlanta, a 
distance of approximatriy 100 miles. 
The poles will carry three lines of 
wire, making a total of 300 miles of 
wire necessary for the entire line. 

This work is part of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company’s plan 
for expenditure of $6,500,000 in en- 
largements and improvements of every 
branch of its service to the public. 
In addition to this work, which will 
get under way this week, during the 
year additional substations,  trans- 
mission lines, ete., will 
be built. 

Work already is under way on the 
new Moreland avenue’ substation 
which will be completed by Septem- 
ber and which will serve the Deca- 
tur, Soldier’s home, Highland and 
Ponce de Leon car lines in addition 
to residences in IT st Lake, Kirkwood 
and the Ponce de Leon section. 

The task of remodeling the Morgan 
Falls or Bull Sluice waterpower 
plant, twenty miles from Atlanta, al- 
ready is under way. ‘This work, 
which will be finished this fall, will 
practically double the capacity of this 
plant. 

Announcement also is made that 
the work on the Tugalo dam and 
powerhouse is progressing according 
to schedule and that this plant will 
be in operation by the end of the 
year.

Co., both of New York. 

In 1892, Mr. Askew in company 
with Henry W. Dewey, formed a 
partnership under the name uf Dewey 
& Askew, wholesale paper dealers. 
It became necessary for Mr. Askew 
to purchase the interests of his part- 
ner, and he conducted the business 
himself until 1898. 

In 1905 he went to the Pacific 
coast and up until the time of his 
death was connected with the Zeller- 
bach Paper company. 

Mr. Askew was regarded in the 
paper world as being one of the best 
informed men on the subject. 

He died in Sierra Madre, Cal.,

Berry, @he celebration of the anniver- 
sary was marked by simple ceremo- 


nies, but they were impressive and 
evideneed the affection and esteem in 
which she is held by all the pupils. 

The chapel services were attended 
by the stgdent body, the faculty and 
a numbeP of visiting alumni. The 
program was opened by the singing 
of “America, the Beautiful,” and de- 
voations were led by Chaplain Nich- 
olson, of the schools. Singing of 
“Loyalty” by the student body fol- 
lowed, 

Miss Berry Speaks. 

Miss Berry then addressed the stu- 
dents and read a number of tele- 
grams of congratulation from alumm 
clubs and individuals from many parts 
of the eountry. 

Miss Berry told the story of the 


\ founding of the schools in a small log 


cabin, which still stands. She told 
of many personal incidents in con- 
nection with the care of the pupils 
as well as their education: how one 
was a cripple and the students made 
a cart to carry him from his room 
to his classes; how one boy was 
nursed all night when it was thought 
he had the smallpox and the dis- 
ease proved to be only measles, and 


many other incidents which kept her 
hearers at times in laughter and at 
times in tears. 

Miss Berry recalled the burning of 
the school building at one time and 
how the graduating exercises that 
year were held in a tent. 

Carry Out Ideals. 

She made strong appeal to the atu- 
dents to carry out the ideals on which 
the Berry schools rest. Responses 
were made by Miss Trene Wyatt. for 
the girls, and by Mrs. Herman Stey- 
ens, for the boys. Miss Willie Del- 
lingers spoke for the senior class. 

After the exercises Miss Berry met 
“Old Rome,” the horse that is 32 
vears old, but when the schools were 
founded served her in carrving her to 
Sunday schools she had then organ- 
ized. The old horse was attached 
to a carriage and carried Migs Berry 
to her home near the institution, be- 
tween rows of cheering students.

James Scott, former Atlanta man- 
ager for the Clyde steamship line 
and now United States shipping 
board representative Hamburg, 
Germany, in charge of American 
shipping interests in Germany and 
Russia, reached Atlanta Saturday for 
four days’ visit with old friends here 
before returning to his post. 

During the war Mr. Scott held the 
rank.of major as assistant to the 
chief of staff of the American army 
and, with general charge of all troop 
transportation from the United 
States to French and English ports, 
was instrumental in\ihe safe convoy 
of hundreds of thousands of Ameri- 
cans across submarine infested wa- 
ters.

Athens, Ga., January 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Clarke county farmers have 
access to $40,000 for loans on farm 
lands or property as ase result 
of a new allotment made by the Na- 
tional Farm Land bank, it is an- 
nounced by H. O. Epting, secretary 
and treasurer of the local organiza- 
tion. 

New officers for the Clarke County 
National Farm Loan association were 
also announced Wednesday. They 
are James W. Morton, president; J.

All applications for loans on_the 
new allotment must be in by Feb- 
ruary 20, it was announced. The 
money can be borrowed at 5 1-2 per 
cent interest for a _ period of 33 
years with privilege of taking up the 
loan any time after the fifth year. 

Since its organization in the sum- 
mer of 1921 the Clarke County Na- 
tional Farm Loan association has 
placed $59,800 in this county. The 
government loans the money for the 
purpose of aiding the farmer to devel- 
op his farm property.

The measure now goes to the 
house where its approval is expected 
at an early date, 


Senator Smith, of South Carolina, 
author of the resolution, confirmed 
his original proposal to the purchas: 
ing of nitrate of soda, but an amend- 
ment added by Senator Harris, of 
Georgia, provided that calcium arse- 
nate be also included. 


Purchase of the material, as con- 
templated, is designed to enable farin- 
ers to secure an ample supply of the 
important agricultural commodity at 
rock bottom pirces through the elimi- 
nation of middle men. The only ad- 
ditional charge levied by the govern- 
ment above the actual wholesale pur- 
chasing price will be administration 
costs, the resolution recites.

Zoo Director Says Canadian 
Animals May Attack 
Sheep and Cattle. 


New York, January 12,—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Northern 
tions of the United States are threat- 
ened with invasions by packs of hun- 
ger-mad wolves from Canada, and un- 
told damage is likely as a result of 
attacks on sheep and cattle, Director 
’. T. Hornaday, of the Bronx zoo, 
said today, atier an intensive study 
of the alarming increase of grey tim- 
ber wolves within the last few years. 

Scores of packs now are wreak- 
ing havoc among farm animals and 
are wiping out furred game in On- 
turlo while, recently, two Ontario 
mail carriers were attacked and killed 
near Lake Nipissing. ‘The remains 
of a trapper and two Indian, devour- 
ed by wolves, also were found a few 
days ago by hunters. 

The rapid iterease in the number 
of grey, or timber wolves, aecording 
to Director Hornaday, is due to pres- 
ent low raw tur prices. Two years 
azo, he said,,wolf skins brought from 
S20 to S60 in New York, while to- 
day prices range from $0 to 19, 

“Cuts in fur prices have checked 
the activity of trappers and Indian 
hunters in wiping out the packers,” 
he said. Direetor Hornaday declared 
| there had been many instances where 
' hunters and trappers were attacked 
i and in occasional instances, killed, by 
| roving wolf packs. 

“Many a ‘missing’ hunter or travel- 
er has been an unrecorded victim of 
wolves,” he said. 

Director Hornaday said that of all 
species of timber wolf, the largest and 
most ferocious was to be found in 
Alaska and in certain sections of Ca- 
nada. Scarcity o. game. he said, due 
to their ravages, would drive them 
south and eventually across the bord- 
ers of the United States.

Twelve picked braves, representing 
the‘all-Pueblo council of New Mexico, 
left Chicago last night for the last 
“sleep” of their journey to the white 
man’s capteal, On arriving in Wash- 
ington they will seek gudience with 
President Harding and appear before 
the senate committee on publie lands 
and the house committee on Indian 
affairs to protest against the Bursum 
bill, which, they claim, would, if 
made law, take away their lands and 
outlaw their self-governing institu- 
tions. They will support the Jones- 
Letherwood bill, which provides a tri- 
binal appointed by the president to 
settle land disputes and appropriates 
money for development of a modern 
irrigation system on their lands. 

The last delegation of this kind to 
visit Washington went to see Presi- 
dent Lincoln in the early 60s. The 
great white father gave each of them 
a cane and guaranteed them the right 
ef liberty and pursuit of happiness on 
their land grunts, which had been 
conterred by Spain and were con- 
firmed by congress in 1859.  Presi- 
dent Harding will be reminded of that 
pledge. 

Will Protest Squatters. 

While the Pueblo Indiaas still hold 
undisputed legal title to their lands, 
they will tell the great white father 
that trespassers and squatters grad- 
unlly have appropriated most of their 
land until they now face starvation. 

hese aborigines have never accept- 

ed charity or government aid. They 
say they wish only to retain enough 
land to live on as self-supperting 
farmers, as they have for several 
thousand years. They were eulti- 
vating the soil before the first Roman 
road was laid in Britain and have 
developed a native culture which 
makes them artists and eraftsmen in 
many lines, according to Mrs. Stella 
M. Atwood, of California, chairman 
of the Indian welfare committee of 
the General Federation of Women's 
Clubs, who is accompanying them to 
Washington. 
_ “These peaceful Indians have lived 
li towns and maintained a high de- 
gree of eivilization for many ages,” 
suid Mrs. Atwood. “They have never 
waged offensive warfare, and it is 
their rule never to seck revenge. 
Moral, frugal and hospitable, they 
have been Christians since the days 
of the Jesuit missionaries, though 
they still retain much of their pagan 
art and ritual. 

“The Pueblos are a national asset, 
like the Grand Canyon or the Valley 
of the Ten Thousand Smokes. 
Through neglect and encroachment 
they have been brought to the verge 
of extermination. The Bursum bill 
would mean their ruin.”

Americus, Ga., January 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Sumter county's best money 
crops are “hogs and cotton,” George 
QO. Marshall, county farm demonstra- 
tion agent, saic today. 

Explaining the development of 
hogs as a money crop bere, Marshall 
declared hog sales are being held in 
Sumter county every month in the 
year, with five to eight cars sold for 
cash monthly. Purchasers are prin- 
cipally representatives of packing 
houses located in Georgia and other 
states. 

Since the inauguration of eco-oper- 
ative sales here five years ago, Mar- 
shalk said today, the marketable 
quality of Sumter county hogs had 
increased Approximately 75 per cenf. 
Local hog buyers have entirely aban- 
doned their activiues im tnis_ terri 
tory as meat hogs are now sold 100 
per cent through farmers’ sales, 

Sales are lightest during the win- 
ter months when values ordinarily 
are at their lowest point, with a ma- 
jority of sales held during the early 
spring and summer muonths. 

Besides selling thousands of  dol- 
lars worth of hogs monthly, Sumter 
farmers who formerly purchased 
quantities of western cured meats 
now raise their entire supply of both 
pork and beef for farm purposes.

Crossing the 
Rhine canal at Kalernberg from Gel- 
senkirchen, the line turns south quar- 
ter west to Kray and Steele thence 
southeast to Werden and along tho 
Ruhr river to Kettwig, where it merges 
into the extreme limits of the old 
bridgehead running from Kettwig¢ 
northwest to Sterkrade the circuit 
thus completed encompassing Muel- 
heim and Oberhausen. 

The Belgians crossed into West- 
pha“a, occupying a point north of 
Kottrop two miles beyond the frontier 
of Rhenish Prussia. The Belgian ad- 
vance has alarmed the citizens of 
Bochum, and even Dortmund who fear 
the occupation will soon include them.

Whether unofficial talk 
in Paris points to a possible resort to 
the principle advanced by Mr. Hughes 
is not known. It 1s gengrally assum: 
ed, however, in view of the tone of 
today’s report from the Ruhr as to 
the difficulties surrounding the task 
before the French technical forces 
there, that economics rather than roli- 
ties must be t'> ‘sis of ane ;

JURY INDICTS JOHNSON 2 


Charged With Murder wi 
in Connection With Wound- 
ing of C. A. Bundschu. 


Rome, Ga., January 13.—(Special.) 
A sensational shooting affray which 
occurred here about a year ago was 
recalled today by the return by the 
Floyd county grand jury of a true 
bill charging assault with the intent 
to murder against Mark Johnson, 


formerly ccnnected with a meat mark- 
et in Kome, but now a resident of 
Florida. 

The prosecutor is C. A. Bundscha, 
of Chattanooga; the msn Johnson 
shot and who, at the time, was pro- 
prietor of a sausage factory in North 
Rome with which Johnson had deal- 
ings. The bullet from Johnson’s pis 
tol lodged in Bundschu’s brain and 
still is there. His life was given up 
by attending surgeons at a local hos- 
pital and the fact that he still lives 
is considered remarkable. 

The bullet lodged in such a position 
that it is held back from penetrating 
the brain fatally. Bundschu is almost 
entirely paralyzed and the long de- 
lay in the prosecution has been caused 
by his inability to appear before a 
grand jury. 

Johnson is under heavy bond as- 
sessed by a justice of the peace at a 
preliminary hearing. It required six 
men to carry Bundschu from his au- 
tomobile into the grand jury room ind 
they were very careful not to strike 
against anything, as surgeons claimed 
that a jar might lossen the bullet so 
that he would die.

Market tor Crop 
et Potatoes 


Thirty Thousand | Bushels of 
“Spuds” Are on Storage 
in Clarke County. 


Athens, Ga., January 13.—(Spe- 


cial.)—Approximately thirty thou- 
thousand bushels of sweet potatoes 
grown by farmers in Clarke and ad- 
joining counties are now in sivrage 
erying tor a market, acesruing to 
stetsiments made by the fatia tureau 
here. 

Several farmers grew rcoctoes in 
large Icts last season, vst nee ording 
to state.nénts they cannv: get more 
than 40 cents per bushel for them in 
the local market. Sweet potatoes 
were yuorrd in tae lecal mare? Sait 
urday as retailiztz at 3 cents per 
pound or about £1.25 per bushel. 

Marketing this crop of potatoes was 
declared the biggest immediate prob- 
lem and a meeting will be held in the 
chamber of commerce headquarters 
Tuesday, January 16, at which time 
an effort wiil be made to find a mar- 
ket for the crop in storage. 

Sweet potato -rowers in this and 
adjoining counties will be sent an in- 
vitation by the secretary of the cham- 
ber of commerce urging them to attend 
the meeting at which time an associ- 
ation Will be formed to handle the

But the “fickle Venus” nroved on, 
and its apparent distance from the 
moon in@eased steadily, until by the 
middle of the day Saturday it appeared 
quite a distance to the right of the 
last quarter moon. 

Distance Increasing. 

What actually happened was that 
the moon itself was moving in the op- 
posite direction from that of Venus, 
with the result that the distance be- 


‘tween the two planets as regards their 


position to the earth increased rapidly. 

At this time, when Venus is almost 
at its nearest point to the earth, it 
is still some 26,000,000 miles away. 
It may be seen for several days, grant- 
ing that the atmosphere remains fair. 
This hardly probable, in view of 
the weather forecast which stated 
Sunday would be cloudy. 

In explanation of the star which 
was seen by day, the following ex- 
cerpt from a work on astronomy was 
dug up by the weather experts. 

“The place of greatest brightness 
for Venus is when about 40 degrees 
from the sun, between the point of 
greatest elongation and the inferior 
conjunction. In this situation it is 
frequently visible all day.” 

In other words, Venus got into the 
earth’s backyard Saturday, and was 
so bright even the rays of the sunh 
couldn’t dull the sensibility of the eye 
enough to make it invisible. It was

WORK 1S DEFENDED 


Paul Etheridge Declares It 
Is One of Atlanta’s Nec- 


essary Public Activities. 


Strongly defending ihe Atlanta me- 
chanical department or smoke inspec- 
tor’s office, and urging that it be re- 
tained as one of Atlanta’s necessary 
public activities, Paul 8S. Etheridge, 
Atlanta attorney, in a letter to The 
Constitution, gives arguments’ against 
the abolishment «°* this office by city 
council. 

Mr. Ethridge’s letter. follows: 


Considerable space has been given td the 
question of abolishing the smoke inspec- 
tor’s office. It has not been called Atlan- 
ta’s laboratory or its mechanical engineer- 
ing department, where tests are made and 
records preserved on other things as well 
as smoke. And ‘the citizens as well as 
council members whose minds are not 
closed should look into the merits of this 
office, for surely we should not have sup- 
ported it for nine or ten years if it does 
not accomplish something. 

Smoke is not only a nuisance Dut is in- 
jurious to the individual and destroys 
property. Imagine ‘the smoke from some 
three-story plant belching out and being 
carried by the wind into the department 
store or office building: the merchandise 
is ruined, the vitality of the persons who 
are working and breathing it is lowered. 
When for only a small cost the soot and 
gases, both of which are very necessary 
to make black smoke, can be consumed and 
it is part of the heat units in the fuel and 
when consumed you have gotten the best 
out of your fuel and reduced the quantity 
used, saving money. 

Tt has been said we should have more 
chimneys, and more smoke, for the more 
smoke we have, the more business we will 
do. This is undoubtedly true for the under- 
taker, 

On the other hand, smoking chimneys 
are harmful to any community and instead 
of encowraging manufacturers to locate 
here if our ordinances and laws are not 
enforced the better ones will not consider 
our city as a location with pleasant «ur- 
roundings. Because every large industrial 
plant today realizes the tralue of burning 
their fuel economically and black smoke is 
nothing other than fuel waste, and the fact | 
that our atmosphere is polluted by clouds of 


dense smoke, and knowing what other 
cities are doing to keep their community 
free from this nuisance, they will nor 
choose to locate in a dirty city when they 
can find a clean one. Therefore it will 
hinder and not encourage the growth of 
our own city, ‘‘Atlanta.’’ 

The engineering department, we recall, 
during the year 1921, criticized the quality 
of gas being used through the columns 
of the newspaper and ‘he gas company 
stated it was due to their inabiilty to 
get the proper grade of oil or something, 
but when the attention of our citizens 
was called to it, it was corrected within 
a few days and with ihis department’s 
equipment and help the citizens have had 
no occasion to complain since. 

Further, all gasoline ‘sed by the city 
in their cars and the fire department, as 
well as lubricating oils, are tested and a 
standard maintained that could not be ac- 
complished without an engineering depart- 
ment. 

On. the other hand, this work has been 
carried on in a small way with the smal! 
appropriation of $6.000 per year when with 
a greater appropriation and more help 
which it should be equipped with, our city 
would be more inviting because of im- 
prove@, conditions and more plants would 
come. 

As a citizen having the best interest 
of the city of Atlanta and county of Ful- 
ton in mind I think that for the city 
council to abolish this important office

British Policy

Meantime, British policy 
shifted. The British were no longer 
interested in making Germany pay as 
much as they were evncerned in the 
restoration of European markets. So, 
beginning with Keynes, there came a 
inighty demand from Britain that the 
sum of reparations be reduced, based 
on the argument that the sum was 
too high and that Germany would go 
to ruin in a vain effort to meet it or 
deliberately choose bankruptcy rath- 
er. than attempt the impossible. ‘This 
agitation, moreover, found instant 
support in America, which bad a simi- 
lar interest. 

You must perceive, however, the dif- 
ference between the British and 
American positions. We had taken 
neither territory nor a share in 
reparations. he British on the oth- 
er hand had not only taken much 
territory plus the German merchart 
marine, but they had inflated the sum 
of reparations to expand their share, 
that is, they had insisted upon the 
inclusion of war pensions, because 
they had suffered no real devastation 
'and would obtain little if the Germans 
were simply required to rebuild ruins.

Growth of Baptist Uni- 
versity — Banquet and 
Ceremonies Monday. 


BY LOUIE D. NEWTON 


The current issue of The Chris- 
tiah Index devotes much of the space 
to the celebration of the ninetieth 
anniversary of Mercer university, the 
Baptist university for men, at Ma- 
Monday evening. ‘The Index 
carries a frontispiece in colors pre- 
senting the master plan for the build- 
ing program now under way at Mer- 
cer which promises to provide this 
institution one of the most complete 
plants in the south. 

Mercer university was organized at 
Penfield, Ga., on January 14, 1833. 
Penfield is a village about six miles 
from Greensboro. At the time the 
college was éstablished there were not 
more than 40,000 white Baptists. in 
the state of Georgia. 

Several large bequests were made, 
notably those of Josiah Penfield, of 
Savannah, and Jesse Mercer, for 
whom the institution was named. The 
college opened with 30 students and 
three teachers. Like Harvaru and 
Princeton and Emory and Oglethorpe 
and practically all other privately 
endowed institutions in this country, 
Mercer was founded with the idea of 
ithe students doing manual labor to 
pay their way through college, and a 
large pereentage of the faculty was 
to give exclusive training to minis- 
ters of the gospel. 

Early Educators. 

The first president of Mercer was 
Dr. Billington M. Sanders. He was 
president from 1833 to 1849. His & 
name is known throughout Georgia 
| today as one of the pioneer educa- 
i tors of this state. His many descend- 
ants in Georgia are numbered among 
the foremost citizens of the common- 
wealth. Rev. Ira O. McDaniel, fath- 
ef of Ex-Governor Henry McDaniel, 
was one of the first teachers at 
Mercer. 

Dr. John L. Dagg was another of 
the first teachers. He became presi- 
dent of the university in 1844, suc- 
ceeding Dr. Otis Smith who had 
served as president from 1840 te 
1844. Dr. Dagg was president from 
1844 to 1855. 

The «fourth president of Mercer 
was Dr. Nathan Macon Crawford, a 
son of William-H. Crawford... He was 
one of the most brilliant educators 
Georgia has ever known and his name 
is everywhere beld in highest esteem 
as a builder of the early educational 
life of the state. He was president 
from 1855 to 1865. 

Dr. Henry Holcomb Tucker’ suc- 
ceeded Dr. Crawford as president of 
Mercer. He had been a proféssor in 
the university prior to the war and in 
1866 he accepted the call to its presi- 
deney which position he held until 
1872. He resigned at that time to ac- 
cept the chancellorship of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia and later he be- 
came editor of The Christian Index, 
It was during his presideney that the 
institution was moved to Macon. 

Battle Serves 17 Years. 

In 1872 Dr, A. J. Battle was elect- 
ed president, He held office for 17 
years, which is the longest tenure of 


office of any man who has ever been 


president of the institution. 

Dr. G. A. Nunnally succeeded Dr. 
Battle and served as president from | 
1889 to 1892. Dr. J. B. Gambrell 
was the next president, serving from 
1893 to 1896. Dr. Guambrell resign- 
ed to accept a_ position in Texas 
where he grew into the recognized 
of Southern Baptists. 

Dr. P. D. Pollock was elected 
president in 1897 and his term of

Dr. W. D. Pickard was president 
of the institution from 1914 to 1918S. 
It was during his administration 
that the world war came and many 
of the students withdrew to enlist 
in the army. 


Weaver Now President. 


In 1918 Dr. R. W. Weaver was 
elected president and he has served 
in this office with such distinction 
as to draw the attention of the de- 
nomination throughout the country 
to his direction of the institution, 
The present student body is the lar- 
gest in the history of Mercer. There 
are eight hundred and twenty men 
in the student body this year and 
seventy-three members of the faculty.

Shailer G. Hillyer were distinguisb- 
ed teachers of theology in Mercer | 
university. Dr. Sherwood resigned at | 
Mercer to accept position in other’ 
States and it was Dr. Hillyer who | 
worked out the school of theology at | 
Mereer which produced many able 
preachers. Dr. J. G. Ryals was also 
a inember of the faculty who contrib- 
uted a noble service in training young 
ministers.

Vilhjalmur Stefansson, the noted 
Scientist and explorer, will give an 
iliustrated lecttire In the Agnes Scott 
college auditoriam, Monday afternoon, 
January 15, at 5:30 o'clock. 

Stefansson, whe bas made several 


trips to the Arctic region and has 


spent many years there, is an authori- 
ty on the north. He was a member 
ot the Leftingwell-Nikkolson expedi- 
tion to the Canadian Artie as an 
enthnologist. in 1908, he set out 
from New York, bound for the less- 
known parts of the north of the Ca- 
nadian archipelago. He went hop- 
ing to find a people as yet unknown 
to civilization, who thight be of great 
interest to ethnologists and the rest 
of the scientific world. When he re- 
turned from this trip he had diseoy- 
ered a dense population in the far 
north of “Copper” Kskimos. 

In 1913, Stefansson again started 
for the north. He returned five 
years later with a wealth of ‘experi- 
ence and information regarding the 
habits and customs of the strange peo- 
ple in the fur north. Stefansson is 
convinced that theré are tremendous 
possibilities for the development of 
the Arctic regions. He says ‘that the 
polar region is rich in oil and other 
mineral resources, to say nuthing of 
its immense wealth in  fur-bearing 
animals.

Very few of us know 
how many of these men are in the hospitals of our own state or what 
is being done for them, yet it is said there are 20,000, broken, disabled, 
in need of help. Heroes and the idols of a fickle public four years ago; 
helpless, neglected and forgotten now. 

“Georgia is one of the two states of the forty-eight in the union 
that has given no recognition of any kind in the way of compensation, 
hospitalization, care for the disabled, vocational education, home or land 
settlement, to the men who carried its name overseas,” and someone 
has called attention to the fact that four times the Georgia general 
assembly has met since the war ended and not only has it not appro- 
priated money for the relief and help of these men, but not one member 
so far has even proposed a “Cheap and empty vote of thanks” to the 
men who answered the call of their country in her hour of need. 

Christmas with all its Joy and happiness has just passed. Many of 
these men, most of them, were the recipients of gifts, remembrances, 
and attentions of various sorts. Even though these were deeply appre- 
ciated, even though the cheer and gladness they carried were real and 
abiding, yet it is not enough that we remember them for a few brief hours 
once a year. There are three-hundred-and-sixty-four other days in which 
their needs are just as acute, their conditions just as depressing. Many 
of them are not really living, they are but enduring a sort of gray, 
monotonous, cheerless existence, in many. Cases still suffering intensely, 
in most cases stranded far from home and friends; and yet I] think per- 
haps the physical pain is not so hard to bear as the careless indifference 
and neglect of those for whom they fought. : 

With the coming of the New Year let us get closely in touch with 
Mrs. Battey, our state chairman of friendly relations with ex-service men, 
that she may acquaint us with her plans for this important work, this 
duty and privilege, of not only helping the physically and mentally dis- 
abled, but also of co-operating whenever plausible, with the American

Let the mother find out from the teacher the length of time a child 
should give to a lesson and learn it, and give the child the right condi- 
tion for its preparation. It won’t take many days for a mother to learn 
the child’s aptitude for certain lines of work, also, in what direction he 
needs special encouragement, and mayhaps lay a foundation for future 
vocational guidance. 

Concentration is the most important factor in school work which 
makes for success. If a habit of concentration and doing lessons deti- 
nitely is formed in the grammar schools, it should relieve half the high 
school problems. If one learns to value the power of concentration in 
youth it will follow him throughout life, and serve to decide all the big 
problems presented later on in life, and make of him a well-balanced, 
normal person, one embodied with the power of making a decision which 
is lasting, so that one day he willnot blow hot, and the other blow cold.

Paul Rainey on a hunting trip in Africa. 
We had been out nearly two months, had 
hunted the entire distance around Lake El- 
mentetia, some thirty or forty miles of 
Splendid country. 


We were hunting lions 
and feopards with a large pack of dogs, and 
had a very successful hunt. We had moved 
the combined outfit of Lord Stafford’s and 
Mr. Rainey’s several miles to,the south in 
the Kadong valley and were camped on a 
northern slope of Siswa, the largest crater 
in the world. 

We had some fine sport here, secur.-

ing some extraordinarily fine specimens of 
big male lions and a few g vod-sized -leop- 
ards, when Mr. Rainey was taken ill with 
dysentery and decided to return to Nai- 
robi to the hospital. 

Lord and vady Stafford had both killed 
lions and leopards, ard now thev were 
both very anxious to procure a greater 
kudu head for their collection. 

Kude (or koodoa) is not only the rarest 
buck in East Africa, but the handsomest 
as well. 

It is a magnificent animal, about the size 
of our elk, with horns that measure from 
fifty to sixty-five inches in length. The 
ascend fromy the buck’s head in beautiiul 
Spiral coils. 

Lord Statford wanted me to take a party 
into the kudu country while Mr. Rainey 
was Iauid up.

Lady Statford is a sports 
woman such as is seldom 
Seen anywhere.

We first moved the Safari over to the 
northwest corner of Syswa, and expected to 
camp at the ranch owned by the Marquise 
of Horneo and Captain Riddle until we de- 
cided how to travel through the dry coun- 
try. 

As there was a’ great scarcity of water, 
ford Stafford and I started out on a recon- 
noitering expedition, for | feared to attempt 
aomarch into the country so littl known 
lest some of the porters might die of thirst 
before we could find a water hole. 

However, we came across the caveman 
of whom | wrote in my article last week, 
and he revealed a pool of fresh, clear wa- 
ter to us. 

We sent him back to lead safari up to us. 

We tied Our mules and lav in the shade 
of some thorn bush until nearly 5 o'clock, 
At that time we heard a stone roll into the 
water, and looking down saw three lions 
walk to the water and begin drinking.

We stood perfectly still, watched them 
finish drinking and file back up the gorge

W*°* went down in the plains, shot a 
. small buck and took a part of the 
meat and gathered a large quantity of wood 
—-a very important thing when lions are 
about. 

] started a fire, strung the meat on sharp- 
ened sticks, sticking one end in the ground 
a couple of feet’ back from the fire, after 
the style of the safari porters. 

We ate the meat and were about to lie 
down when a lion 4egan to roar not more 
than half a mile to our left, and another

with a heavy voice answered with a few 
grunts quite close to us. 

They seemed to be coming down from 


Syswa to spend the night hunting out in 
the plains. 

About an hour later we found ourselves 
surrounded by lions. They were walking 
back and forth, and we could hear an oc- 
casional grunt, first on one side and then 
the other. 

The wood was dry and burned out 
quickly, but in order to keep them aways 
we piled it on freely while it lasted. 

The liens had discovered us and our 
mules in an unprotected condition and had 
decided not to go out on the plains to hunt, 
but to get one of Our mules instead.

For them 
anger, resentment, is a reservoir of energy, 
though for the inferior, uncontrolled per- 
son, anger uSually means but inefficiency, 
failure. 

Mrs. David Lloyd George was recently 
quoted as saying that her husbanc was 
never so happy as when he had a fight on 
his hands; that a fight meant a new lease of 
lite for him. 

Lloyd George has always had his emo- 
tions pushing him along, acting as his 
mental power plant. In his early career his 
ambitions were greatly activated by the 
resentment he felt because his _ brilliant 
mind was hampered by meanness of circum- 
stance, by poverty and class distinction. He 
was actually disdained by the wealthy men 
of his political party. He felt bitterly the 
injuStice of this and the strength and deep- 
ness of this feeling gave him added energy 
for his work. 


Now Lloyd George has fallen from the 


height of his power. To him does _ this 
mean disappointment, loss of courage and 
of energy? Seemingly not. From all ac- 
counts his ‘“‘wonderful vitality,” his spirit 


of pugnacity, increase with a setback. 

“Few people who amount to anything 
are without a good capacity for hostile feel- 
ings upon which they draw treely when 
necessary.”’ Goethe, who was a_ remark-

Bake for half an hour or more, keeping 
the dish closely covered, except for the 
last five or six minutes to give the top a 
chance to get brown. 

Test the vegetables to see if they are 
tender before serving up, as sometimes they 
take longer than the half-hour to cook, de- 
pending on their age and the heat of the 
uwven. 

You can use any vegetable you like for 
this pie, and in any proportions.

Few, fortunately, carry their rebellion to

The child cannot always act under di- 


rection; in the course of nature it must

It is at this time that the child is apt 
tu haye an exaggerated idea of its intelli- 
gence; it thinks it knows more than it 
ever does know.

As the owner 
calls together his friends and neighbors, 
Saying unto them, “Rejeice with me: for 
I have found my sheep which was lost,’’ so, 
“likewise joy shall be in Heaven over one 
Sinner that repenteth, more than over nine. 
ty and nine just persons, which need no 
repentance.” 

In the second illustration a woman, hav- 
ing ten pieces of silver, lost one. When, 
atter diligent search, she found it she call- 
ed in her friends and neighbors, saying, 
“Rejoice with me; for 1 have found the 
piece which. 1 had lost,” and the moral, 
‘likewise, 1 say unto you, there is joy in 
the presence of the angels of God over 
one Sinner that repenteth.” 


Then follows the story of the Prodigal! 
Son, which furnishes the climax. First, a 
sheep, then a coin and, last, a human soul. 
The moral ef the Prodigal Son is so plain 
that it was not necessary to conclude the 
story as Christ concluded the story of the 
Sheep and of the coin. 


= impression made by this lesson will 

linger with us. No one will ywathe: 
from it the thought that repentance can 
justify the sin that precedes . The re- 
wards of a virtuous life are continuous. 
The elder son might well have weighed 
them ayainst the merriment of a home- 
coming banquet. The Prodigal would 
have gladly exchanged the joy of the feast 
for forgetfulness of his evil davs and of 
the husks. 

The real joy that all can derive from 
the story of the Prodigal Son is that God’s 
love is so infinite that even man’s sin can- 
not Pees it.
